Subject worked for the XSfiPO Berlin from 1931 Ant 11 1935. There he specialised 
in theft casee in clothing stores. In 1935 he was assigned to the Gestapo Berlin* 

Until 1938 be worked in Abi, H , in terrogating Germans in regard to Communist 

movements, From 1938 to 1943, HXBTSL worked in lansbruoh, Austria again performing 
his duties in covering illegal Communist movements, fc also worked in Koblenz in the 
same line of work* In 1943 ha was made KrlMnal Obersekretar in the Gestapo with 
nominal SS rank Of tJhtersturmfahrer. In April 1945, when Americans were approaching 
In nsbr uck, Oberregierungsrat fir. fee fedwed, Chief of the Gestapo Innsbruck, gave 
HASfBLi end his wife the oheloe of a last ditoh stand or assuming false personalities. 
HABT& and his dfl chose the latter solution. Kenhkarten were made and that explains 
the alias* S&ffTS* 1 * wife is also interned at this camp. Subject’s rank falls within tt 
AA category. 

6. Recommendations * 

It is recommended that Subject remain interned pding instructions for disposition c 
of hie category (Criminal Obersekretar in the Gestapo) by directives from higher 
headquarters.
